Immediately after the killing, Gattis 
went to the home of his sister, Mrs. 

Johnson, of 973 Pulliam street, 
and told her he had slain his wife 
by accident,

Japanese airmen bombed Chinese 
defenses in a furious attempt to 
make eapture of Kiangwan. battle 
objective on the Shanghai front, 
possible today, but failed to dis- 
lodze the defenders from their 
blasted trenches. 

Japanese troop reinforcements 
from Japan were expected, but how 

many .would come or when they 
would arrive was kept a secret. 

Japaneso and Chinese aceused 
each other of using dumdum bullets 
eontfary to the of warfare. 
The Chinese also said the enemy 
was preparing to use poison gas. 

Japanese shock troops, repeatedly 
repulsed in their daylight atempts 
to break the Chinese line north of 
Kiangwan, launched a desperate 
attack in the darlness before dawn 
this morning. 

They were beaten back again, and 
the Chinese defenders, quickly seiz- 
ed the offensive, made a counter-at- 
tack. Heavy shell fire was laid 
down by the Japanese to break up 
this assault. 

The Japanese onslaught had been 
& surprise, as previously the Japa- 
nese command had admitted their 
failure at Kiangwan and it had 
been expected that they would take 
things quietly pending the arrival 
of more reinforcements from Japan. 
The Tokyo cabinet decided to double 
the expeditionary army, raising its 
strength to 50,000 men. 

Repeated attempts were made 
Tuescay by the Japanese to smash 
the Chinese ‘line both north of 
Kiangwan and at Chapei. Each as- 
sault wave was stopped by Chinese 
machine gunners and infantrymen 
with bayonets. There was much 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

Robert Short, 27, an American 
aviator, was shot down and killed 
by Japanese airmen over Soochow.

Japanese General Says 
His Orders Are Merely 
To Hold Lines Until Ar- 
rival of MenFromTokyo

SHANGHAI, Feb. 24.—(Wednes- 
day)—Japanese airmen bombed the 
Chinese stronghold at Kiangwan in 
a furious attack that shook the coun- 
tryside today, but again failed to 
blast out the Chinese, who still swept 
the enemy with an ever-constant rifle 


Two Chinese airplanes in turn 
bombed Japanese headquarters near 
Kiangwén, missing their target by 
only 100 feet. | 

The air attack was followed by 
frenzied fighting. ‘The Japanese had 
launched a desperate attempt to take 
Kiangwan in the darkness before 
dawn, Their batteries on the Kiang- 
wan golf course opened fire on the 


' Chinese positions, but the artillery at- 


tack ayailed nothing. 

Then they shifted the style of their 
attack, in which for almost five days 
they had sought to capture Rians- 
wan, focal point midway of the 
Shanghai battle line from Chapei to 
Woosting, and took to the air in a 
spectacu ar offensive, — 

Headquarters of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Kenkichi Uyeda, Japanese coni- 
mander, behind the Kiangwan lines, 
said more Japanese soldiers were ex- 
pected. to come to the aid of his 
forces. How many would arrive and 
when was kept a secret. 

,000 More Troops, 

Japanese officials said two addi- 
tional army divisions—about 22, 
men—would sail from Japan in the 
near future and that with their ar- 
rival Lieutenant General Uyeda would 
be superseded by a 1 gy general. 

A fleet of ei giant bombing 
planes darkened t * yi a: over Kiang- 
wan’s northwest sector and set louse 
a rain of blows taht made the ee 
fairly tremble. They used 250-pound 
missiles in their attempt to ebliterate 
the Chinese defenses and open a way 
for the Japanese to enter into the be- 
leaguered village. 

The raid lasted less than a half 
hour, causing tremendous damage to 
the Chinese positions, although im- 
mediately afterward little happened in 
the way of a Japanese advance, 

How any Chinese survived the ter- 
rifie blasts remained a mystery. But 
when the smoke and debris-laden air 
partially cleared, the Chinese still 
were there, continuing to pour rifle 
and machine gun bullets at the Japa- 
nese positions. 

After the planes had flown up and 
down the Chinese lines, systematically 
bombing them, the Japanese batteries 
again opened fire and a general ad-

LETTER FROM GOV. MURRAY 


UNOPENED IN SAVANNAH 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 23.—()— 
A letter from Governor William H.° 
Murray, of Oklahoma, presumably 
containing his formal entry as a can- 
didate in the Georgia presidential 
preference primary, ‘arrived here to- 


day, hours after the state entry lists 
were declared closed. 

The letter, unopened, is in the of- 
fice of Miss Stella Akin, secretary of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee. Sent special delivery, air 
mail, it was found under the door of 
Miss Akin’s office when she reached 
there today. It bore a Savannah 
postmark of “2 a.m., February 23.” 
It had been in transit two days and 15 
hours from Oklahoma City where it 


was mailed at 11 a.m. Saturday, ac- 
cording to the postmark. 

After it had been mailed in Okla- 
homa City, it was postmarked by an 
air field with the date of February 21, 
7:30 a.m. but the name of the field 
failed to print on the envelope. 

Miss Akin found the Murray letter 
and another from George Henshaw, 
Governor Murray’s representative in 
Oklahoma City, under the door of her 
office. The Henshaw letter was not 
sent special delivery but it was under 
the door with the governor’s letter. It 
came by air mail and merely advised 
Miss Akin that Governor Murray was 
sending his application to her. 

The receipt of the letter, Miss Akin 
said, does not change Governor Mur- 
ray’s status. She said failure of the 
letter to reach her before 12 noon, 
eastern standard time, yesterday, the 
closing hour for qualification of can- 
didates in ‘the presidential primary, 
bars the Oklahoman from the pri- 
mary. The same opinion has been ex- 
pressed by Lawrence Camp, chairman 
of the state committee.

Slayer’s Wife Says She'll 


| Fight to Last; Mate Is 


Taken to Prison Farm. 


With Sam F. Aiken, condemned 
murderer of his first wife, lodged in 
the death cell at Milledgeville await- 
ing electrocution Friday, Aiken’s sec- 
ond wife Tuesday night vowed her 
determination to stick by her man 
“until the last breath is out of his 
body.” ; 

Mrs. Aiken, who took Aiken for 
“better or worse” in Houston, Texas, 
while he was at liberty from Fulton 
tower under the name of C. W. Shaw, 
said that as her attorneys appeal to 
the state supreme court for a man- 
John D. 
Humphries, of Fulton superior court, 
to certify a bill of exceptions on an 
extraordinary motion for a new trial, 
she will take Aiken’s plea to Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr. in an effort 
to obtain additional time. 

Aiken was spirited away from Ful- 
ton tower Tuesday morning by depu- 
ties of Sheriff James I. Lowry, who 
took extraordinary precautions against 
a possible rescue attempt, having in 
mind the instance of som* months ago 
when a relative of Aiken escaped from 
a Fulton deputy en route to Atlanta. 

mg ooo Rejects Plea. 
_ Judge Humphries Tuesday morn- 
ing refused to eertify a bill of ex- 
ceptions to his decision on Aiken’s 
extraordinary motion, holding’ that 
new evidence presented by Attorneys 
John W. Thomas and Louis H. Fos- 
ter would not be admissible even if 
a new trial was given Aiken. 

As Aiken left the tower, he ex- 
pressed the firm belief that “I will 
be turned loose if some people will 
come forward and tell the things they 
know.” Aiken said that “so far I 
have not had a fair trial, and I do 
not believe that the courts of Georgia 
will let me die without one, I'll 
come out o. k. 

Aiken was shackled and was hand- 
cuffed to deputies. Guards were armed 
with sawed-off shotguns on the trip 
to Milledgeville, and a second car 
formed a rearguard for the car bear- 
ing the prisoner. 

Mrs. Aiken Tuesday told of the 
tragic death of her first husband, who, 
like Aiken, was a painter. The first 
husband was beaten to death in Luf- 
kin, Texas, during a midnight attack 
by three men in May, 1928, before the 
eyes of his wife and two children, 
Mrs. Aiken said. One man was tried 
for the slaying, but was acquitted, she 
said, 

Met in Boarding House. 

Mrs. Aiken said that she met Aiken 
in Houston while she was cooking 
and housekeeping at a boarding house 
where he was a roomer. 

“Sam and I went together, and 
that was where happiness came into 
my life,” she said.

RECORD VOTE BLOCKED 
ON WIRE TAPPING 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(/)— 
Through unusual parliamentary pro- 
cedure, prohibitionists in the house 
tonight blocked a record vote on the 
expenditure of federal money for wire 
tapping in dry law enforcement. 

y a 132 to 108 teller vote, the 
members already had rejected such 
an amendment, offered to the pending 
four-department appropriation © bill 
which allocates $11,369,500 to the 
prohibition bureau. 

Then Representative Schafer, re- 
publican, Wisconsin, and other anti- 
prohibitionists prepared to obtain a 
record vote. They intended to offer 
a.motion to send the bill. back to 
committee with instructions that it 
be reported back with the wire-tap- 
ping provision included. 

Under the parliamentary situation, 
only one motion to recommit could 
be made. House rules require that 
members of committees which handle 
legislation be recognized in preference 
to others, 

Speaker Garner recognized Repre- 
sentative Cannon, democrat, Missouri, 
an appropriations committee member, 
who moved that the bill be recommit- 
ted and reported back with an amend- 
ment incréasing the appropriation for 
the federal hospital for defective de- 
linquents at Springfield, Mo., from 
$775,000 to $1,050,000. 

Schafer objected to the vote by 
which Cannon’s motion was defeated 
—198 to 1—that a quorum was not 
present. Speaker Garner could not 
count the necessary 218 members on 
the floor, so the house adjourned. On 
Thursday, its members must answer 
a roll call to vote on Cannons mo- 


tion. 

When Schafer asked Garner wheth- 
er the spirit of the rules of the house 
was being followed in a procedure 
that prevented the offering of “bona 
fide motions,” the speaker replied : 

“There was nothing else I could do.

Seeking to enlist aid in avoiding the 
abolishment of the Atlanta Opportu- 
nity school, a group of student council 
members of the school Tuesday issued 
a statement asking retention of the 
institution. 

The action of the students foellow- 
ed a proposal by the board of educa- 
tion Monday night to abolish the 
school in an effort to balance their 
budget. The resolution which called 
for the discontinuance of the ,oppor- 
tunity school passed by a vote of 
to 5. 

Setting out that 1,390 students had 
enrolled since the beginning of the 
scholastic year, and that there are 
now 950 students actually enrolled, 
the student council representatives 
gaid that the cost of each pupil in 
salaries for the total enrollment 
amounted to $21.56. It was said that 
there are 373 more pupils in the active 
roles now than there were at this 
same time last year. 

Basing their plea upon the fact that 
the city of Atlanta receives $11,500 
annually in salary . reimbursements 
from the state vocational board, the 
students furnished figures to show 
that the salaries of teachers and the 
office force was $29,975.20, which left 
$18,475.20 actual cost to the city. 
They went on to say that the actual 
cost per pupil to Atlanta was $13.22. 

Explaining the activities of the 
Opportunity school further, H. M. 
King, chairman of the students’ coun- 
cil, stated: 


Opportunity School Student Council

Horrigan and Louis Garfunkel, of the 
board of registrars.

“I want to take this opportunity, 
both officially and personally, to as- 
sure everyone in Georgia that the reg- 
istration of unemployed is above- 
board in every respect.

TEXAS VOTER TO GET 
HEARING ON “OUSTER’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(#)— 
The appeal of L. A. Nixon, negro, of 
El Paso, Texas, challenging the acts 
of. democratic judges of elections in 
prohibiting him from voting in demo- 
cratic primary, was today set by the 
supreme court for reargument on 
March 14. 

The court declined to review a tax 
case which had its origin more than 
100 years ago in the love of home, 
which caused a band of Cherokee In- 
dians to refuse to ieave Swain coun- 
ty, North Carolina. 

In refusing to take up the suit, the 
court let stand a decision that the 
lands of the Cherokees could not be 
sold for delinquent taxes, citing an 
act passed in 1924. 

Utah was upheld in its contention 
that it had a right to forbid the dis- 
play of tobacco advertisements on 
billboards, but a federal law making 
the findings of the federal compensa- 
tion commission binding on federal 
courts was overturned, 

The court declined to review a case 
which sought its opinion whether the 
federal radio commission could or- 
der stations off the air. The refusal 
let stand: a décision' of the lower 
courts that the commission did have 
that authority.

TO “LIVE ON INGOME’ 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 23.—() 
“Kentucky will live within her in- 
come at all hazards,” even if it neces- 
sitates emptying the penitentiaries 
and shortening the terms of the state 
schools, Governor Ruby Laffoon told 
a joint session of the Kentucky gen- 
eral assembly today in a especial plea 
to it to enact legislation to relieve 
taxpayers and solve the state’s finan- 
cial problems. 

He advocated a 2 per cent general 


sales tax designed to yield $14,000,- 


000 for the biennium. 

The governor mapped out a pro- 
gram of Jegislation which included 
the sales tax, a cut of 5 per cent. in 
appropriations for all state purposes 
except the common schools, creation 


of a utilities commission to regulate 


all public utilities, enactment of a 
j of motor 
transportation and removal from the 
state tax commission of the right to 
place blanket raises on the assessed 
valuation of property for taxation in 
the counties of the state. 

Several hours after the governor had 
delivered his address the first move 
was made to put his program into ef- 
fect. Bills providing for his suggested 
sales tax and for a_ constitutional 
amendment to give the general assem- 
bly power to exempt real estate and 
tangible personal property from all 
state taxation were introduced in the 
house.

“Nothing will come of that proposal 
for two reasons. The first reason... 
is the reluctance of congress to take 
any such drastic action and, of course, 
congressional action would be neces- 
sary to make it effective. 

“The second reason is that there 
are too many American businessmen 
who take the somewhat «sordid view, 
‘Let ’em fight and we'll sell them 
goods.’ 

“This may be a rather low point 
of view from the moral side,” he con- 
tinued, “but it is nevertheless the view 
of a -very great many of our busi- 
nessmen today.”

The Lady and the Play 


World’s Champion Player and’ Greatest Card Analyst 
: BY ELY CULBERTSON. . 


Those who have read my writings 
on Contract Bridge know that I have 


frequently stated that the average 
woman Bridge player plays better 
than her husband. This is not only 
true as to the average, but in many 
cases women qualify in the expert 
class. The hand below gave an op- 
portunity for a lady in Ann Arbor, 
Mich., to disclose her ability to cor- 
rectly execute that extremely rare 
play, the Grand Coup. The hand 
and bidding was:

It might be remarked in passing 
that perhaps the bidding disclosed the 
weakness of the sex in succumbing to 
the lure of diamonds when there was 
n safe game in spades and particu- 
larly is this true in view of the fact 


that had East not been in such a 
hurry to cash the two Aces, the con- 


tract could have been defeated. How- 
ever, human nature is human nature 
and I myself with less reason have 
found the caress of such a diamond 
suit impossible to resist. 

As the hand was played, the Ace 
of clubs was first led and then the 
Ace of hearts. East then contfnued 
the club suit and North won with 
the King and laid down the Ace of 
diamonds, only to receive the unpleas- 
ant news that all five adverse ‘dia- 
monds were held by West. It is ap- 
parent that unless the hand can be 
developed to produce a Grand Coup, 
West must make a trump trick. So 
the King of spades was led, overtaken 
by the Ace and then the nine of dia- 
monds led from the Dummy. West 
did not cover and North played a 
small diamond. Now the King of 
hearts was led and trumped in the 
North hand. The Dummy was re-en- 
tered by leading the three of spades 
to the Ten, the Queen of hearts led 
and the Knave of clubs discarded in 
the closed hand. The Knave of hearts 
was then led and West was helpless. 
He could have discarded or trumped, 
but it is immaterial. In the actual 
play he discarded his remaining spade, 
North also discarded her remaining 
spade. On the eleventh trick South 
led the Queen of clubs. West was 
forced to trump and North over- 
trumped with the ‘Ten and picked up 
the Knave and eight with the re- 
maining high trumps. 

The contract could have been de- 
feated by correct defensive play. East 
should have led the Ace of clubs and 


West should have played the seven to 
the first trick,. East should en 


have continued with the club suit and- 


when he regained the lead with the 
heart Ace, as he necessarily must be- 
fore North has an opportunity to ex- 
ecute the coup, East should have led 
another round of clubs, giving: West 
the opportunity to trump and defeat 
the contract.

Ownership of a Trick Gathered by 
Wrong Side—When Claim by Rightful 

Owner Must Be Made, 
Law 35 (d) 

Question: Contract, South De- 
clarer. Contract four hearts. To the 
second lead of clubs, Declarer played 
a spade, at the moment thinking 


spades were trump, and gathered the | 


trick, although the trick was actually 
won by the adversaries. After 3 tricks 
had been played, one of the adversa- 
ries said to Declarer, “You played 
a spade on the second club trick.” 
South made five-odd, including the 
club trick, “trumped” with a spade. 
While attention was called to De- 
clarer’s error before the recording of 
the score for the current hand, neither 
side knew whether Declarer was en- 
titled to the extra trick. What is 
the ruling? 

Answer: While the adversaries 
did not directly claim the trick gath- 
ered in error by Declarer, under the 
facts stated, Declarer was not enti- 
tled to the trick. Both sides seem to 
desire a ruling. Law 35 (d), in part 
as follows, governs the case, 

“All tricks gathered by a_ side 
should be kept together and so ar- 
ranged that the number thereof may 
be observed, and the identity of each 
trick readily established. A __ trick 
gathered by the wrong side may be 
claimed by the rightful ownets at any 


time prior to recording the score for

Referee and Umpire Have 
Same Work Under 
New Changes. 


By H. J. Stegeman, 


Member Rules Committee 

There has been a_ considerable 
amount of criticism about the recent 
mag 4 in the football rules, based 
on the arugment that officials will 
have broader duties. While at first 
sight it would appear that for every 
new change in the rules there are 
more violations to be called by offi- 
cials, experience does not bear out 
this contention. 

Experience indicates that officials 
have very little effect on assimilat- 
ing the rule changes into the game. 
The clipping rule that was enacted 
some years ago with a severe penalty 
brought forth a lot of criticism be- 
cause it would call for so many pen- 
alties. The shift rule of several 
years ago brought forth the same com- 
ment. Many teams with illegal shifts 
continued these shifts for one year 
and they were penalized no more than 
in the previous year. 

No official can stop illegal prac- 
tices by calling fouls, because ever 
fcoach knows that no official will call 
enough penalties to ruin a_ football 
game, The number of penalties called 
in every game is about the same, and 
no set of officials will call many 
more than the accepted average, re- 
gardless of the type of game. 

The determining factor in assimi- 
lating rule changes into the game is 
the football coach. When the clip- 
ping rule was passed clipping dimin- 
‘ished until today it has almost dis- 
appeared. After the change in the 
|shift rule appeared there were fewer 
‘illegal shifts the first year, and to- 
day there is hardly a team in the 
country that willingly violates the 
shift rule. The same is true of the 
screen pass rule, forward pass inter- 
ference rule, roughing the kicker rule 
and all other important changes. 
| All of the rule changes that have 
worked their way into the games have 
been successful because the coaches 
have adopted them into their coach- 
ing methods. I doubt if in the world 

that holds 


a, with the exception of the 
clergy. The methods of teaching foot- 
ball to players by coache.’ is almost 
above reproach, and this high stand- 
ard has resulted in the fine game that 
we have today. 

One of the most interestin 
bilities in the recent footba rule 
changes is the new substitution rule. 
In former years a man who left the 
game in any half could not return in 
that half. Inder the new rule a 
player who has left the game can re- 
in any subsequent period. A 
player may now get into the game 
|four times instead of two times. 

For a long time there has been a 
‘great deal of agitation for the rules 
committee to regulate the size of 
squads. The purpose of this request 
was of course to take away from the 
‘larger schools the advantage over 
smaller colleges that the number of 
men on the squad gives. The rules 
‘committee, however, has always felt 
'that that question was a matter of

FIELD JUDGE, 

The problem to officials does not 
become one bit more complicated. The 
field judge is always the bookkeeper 
of the game. Under the old system 
the field judge carried a card for each 
team, divided into divisions. He 
marked the number of the player as 


ihe left the game, and merely referred 


'to this card to see that the player who 
was coming into the game had not left 
the game in the same half. Under 
the new rule the field judge will have 
four divisions on his card, and all he 
will be required to do is to check to 
see that no player returns to the 
game in the same quarter in which he 
left the game.

Highlights of 
Wall Street

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Impatient 
disposals of speculative commitments 
and further short selling caused a 
sharp reaction in the general stock 
market today. 

The ease with which prices declined 
im the late afternoon and the fact 
that trading increased as prices lost 
ground ‘discouraged the bull faction. 

Wheat declined about a cent a bush- 
el. Cotton also was lower, 

The general bond market, however, 
continued to show firmness with 
slightly higher prices for United States 
government issues. The fact that slight 
premiums exist on a number of piv- 
otal issues shows there is still a fair 
short interest in some directions. 


AUBURN BREAKS. 

Some uneasiness was caused during 
the day by a sharp break of 15 points 
in the price of Auburn auto. Trading 
in this issue was unusually heavy 
compared with the total turnover in 
all stocks. The decline in the stock 
was precipitant and was accompanied 
by many unfavorable reports, includ- 
ing one that earnings for the first 
quarter of this year would show a 
material reduction. 
UNFAVORABLE NEWS. 

Westinghouse Electric & Manufac- 
turing was one of the pivotal stocks 
subjected to selling pressure, Liberal 
offerings of this igsue appeared in the 
market throughout the session and 
were accompanied by reports that a 
statement of its earnings for the year 
to be issued shortly would show a loss 
from operations of $16;000,000. 

Another unfavorable development 
was the reduction in the United Cor- 
poration’s dividend from 75 cents to 
40 cents annually. The street had been 
expecting a lowering of the rate to 50 
cents, 

Announcement of the cut in the 
United Corporation's dividend was fol- 
lowed by selling of other publie util- 
ity shares, particularly ConsolMated 
Gas of which the United Corporation 
is reported to be a large owner. 

Liquidation was renewed in the cop- 
per stocks, while rubber company 
shares were lower following announce- 
ment of a reduction in tire prices ag 
predicted in this column. 

BONDS HOLD HOPE. 

The fact that the general bond mar- 
ket held firm in the face of lower 
prices for stocks was encouraging. 

The better demand for Unite 
States government issues continued to 
prevail and their steadiness accounted 
in no small degree to the firmness of 
other high-grade issues.

DRASTIC ARMS CUTS 
PROPOSED BY SOVIET 


GENEVA, Feb. 23.—(UP)—Dras- 
tic arms reduction proposals were sub- 
mitted to the world arms conference 
today by soviet Russia. The proposals 
included the following: 

The principlé of general, complete 
disarmament to be the basis of the 
conference's discussions. 

If a resolution to that effect is de- 
feated, the conference should consider 
the soviet plan for progressive, pro- 
portional reduction of land, naval and 
air forces, by which the most power- 
ful armed countries shall submit to 
the maximum reductions, except coun- 
tries disarmed by peace treaties. 

Countries with land. forces over 
200,000 shall reduce by 50 per cent; 
those between 30,000 and 20,000 shall 
reduce from zero to 50 per cent, ace 
cording to the number of effectives. 

Countries having naval tonnage ex- 
ceeding 500,000 tons shall reduce 50 
per cent ; countries with fleets between 
100,000 and 500,000 tons shall reduce 
from zero to 50 per cent, 

Aircraft carriers must be destroyed. 

Airplanes to be reduced by the same
